Oaxea, Crete, Sopt. 0.— The admirals 
in command of the fleets of the powerB 
iu Cretan waters have decided the raise 
the blockade of Uiib island on Friday 
next, September 10, the cuuee necessita- 
ting a blockade having disappeared, and 
the insurgents having accepted an auto- 
nomous form of government. Therefore 
the admiral's have requested the gov- 
ernment to disarm everybody except the 
regular troops. Admiral Oanovaro, the 
Italian officer who has been in command 
by virtue of seniority, of the foreign fleet, 
has not been recalled with the Italian 
warships. He has left Crete on leave of 
absence on board the Italian warship 
Sikilia, leaving the Italian squadron in 
charge of the Italian oilicer who is next 
in rank. The Russian admiral has also 
left Oanea, and the British admiral will 
sail from here Bhortly on leave of ab- 
sence. 



AN AVOWED ANARCHIST 

Said He Intended to Assassinate Barcelona's 
Chier or Police. 

Barcelona, Sept. 5. — The prosecutor 
at court martial of Barril , the anarchist, 
who attempted to aessainato Chief of 
Police Portas and Chief Teixidor on Fri- 
day evening last, as they were leaving 
the court, aEked that a sentence of forty 
years' imprisonment be imposed upon 
the prisoners. The defence argued tbat 
ten years would be adequate punishniont 
for the accused. Barril admitted before 
the court martial that he caine to Spain 
with the intention of assassinating Chief 
of Police Portas on account of the 
measures taken by the latter against 
anarchists. 

The request of the prosecution was 
granted, and the court sentenced Barril 
to forty yeat-B' imprisonment. Much 
fiti rpriee was manifested when the sen- 
tence was announced, as it waa expected 
that the prisoner would be condemned 
to Bttffer the death penalty for his crime.

Dictate Terms For Releasing the Prisoners 
They Carried Away. 

Tangier, Morocco, Sept. G. — The 
pirates belonging to the Rocoza Kabyler 
who about the middle of laBt month 
boarded and sacked the Italian bark 
Fiducia, off" the RifF coast, taking as 
prisoners her captain, boatswain and 
one seaman, and who about two weeks 
later seized and plundered tiie Portu- 
guese bark Rosita Faro and carried oil" 
the captain of the vessel and four of her 
crew, have agreed to release the prison- 
era in exchange for the Riffiane, who 
were captured by the steamer Seville, 
and upon the payment of a ransom ol 
1*3,000. 



FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

Lord Strathcona Going to Ottawa to Confer 
With Sir Richard. 

Ottawa, Sept. G. — (Special) — A rumor 
is current to-day that Messrs. Greenway, 
Cameron arid McMillan are coining to 
Ottawa as soon as Sir Wilfrid Laurierre- 
turns, to have a further conference on 
the school question, which, it is now 
said, has not been settled satisfactorily, 
a demand being made for some further 
concession by the Manitoba government. 

Lord Strathcona is expected here to- 
morrow to confer with Sir Richard Cart- 
wright about the fast Atlantic service, 
when it may perhaps he ascertained 
whether Peterson, Tate & Co. have de- 
posited $10,000 as security for the com- 
pletion of their contracts.

Winnipeg, Sept. 6.— (Special)— Grain 
dealers aro now buying wheat more 
freely throughout the province, but the 
market is not yet fully established. On 
Saturday prices ranged from 75 to 78 
cents per bushel for No. 1 hard, accord- 
ing to the rate of freight. 

It is reported that a number of agents, 
representing grain flrms, are travelling 
through the Portage plains offering farm- 
ere SO to 85 cents a bushel for wheat de- 
livered at their elevators or on the track 
within fifteen day. The farmers are in- 
clined for the most part to wait tho de- 
velopmentof the next fewweekB. Twelve 
thousand bushels of new wheat have 
been marketed at Rosenfeld. 



CABLE MEN IN VANCOUVER. 

Their Meeting: Rumored to Be About the 
Line to Australia. 

Vancouver, Sept. G. — (Special) — The 
meeting here of three representatives of 
the Commercial Cable Co., one of the 
Postal Telegraph Co., and J. Wilson, 
Pacific Coast superintendent of the 
Canadian Pacific Telegraph Co,, has led 
to a rumor that they are here in connec- 
tion with the projected Pacific cable to 
Australia. The telegraph men are 
silent. 



A ROUGH REMINDER. 

Landslide at Port Neul" Recalls a Former 
Catastrophe. 

Quebec, Sept. 6.— (Special)— Three 
years ago a terrible landslide took place 
at St. Albans, Port Neuf county, by 
which several families were entirely 
lost. The event is recalled alarmingly 
by a second though smaller slide which 
took place Friday night. No lives were 
lost, but tho river St. t Anne is completely 
blocked and there is great consternation 
among the inhabitants of the vicinity, 
who fear a further calamity may happen. 

PETERS IN° DISGRACE. 

Herr Krupp Withdraws His Oiler For An- 
other Expedition to Africa. 

London, Sept. G. — A special dispatch 
from Berlin says that Heir Krupp, the 
ironmaster, has withdrawn hia offer of 
£25,000 to equip the next expedition of 
Dr. Peters to Africa owing to the sen- 
tence recently passed upon the doctor. 

Favor French Producers. 

Paris, Sept. G. — The minister ol com- 
merce, M. Boucher, addressing an agri- 
cultural meeting near Epinal to-day, 
said that the government had not de- 
clared that it would always maintain a 
customs duty against wheat, even if tho 
people's food was threatened, but the 
ministry wished first of all to favor 
French producers until it was proved 
that tho supply of wheat was inade- 
quate. 



The mad cruise of the river boat Eu- 
gene, which bade defiance to the British 
customB officers at Union Bay last week 
and sailed for St. Michaels with tho 
steamer Hope in hot but incflectual pur- 
suit, has come to an end abruptly and in 
a manner quite as dramatic as the seiz- 
ure and escape. 

Captain Lewis of the Eugene, it will 
be remembered, fully expected the big 
Bteamer Bristol to pick him up as con- 
voy when he he had consigned deputy 
collector Rowe to the torrid territories, 
and run to sea to save a heavy fine. But 
Captain Mclntyre of the Bristol was 
taking no chanceB. He saw the possi- 
bility of himself being outlawed if he as- 
sisted tho runaway, and bo he declined 
to give the Eugene a line, until Collector 
Milne defined his liability. 

The Collector, yielding to the repre- 
aentationBof marine men that theEugene 
would quite probably coflin all on board 
if not picked up, gave the desired per- 
mission. The Bristol then made Bpeed 
and took np the river boat just as the 
latter was passing through Seymour 
Narrows. 

About half way between Cape Scott 
and'the lower end of Queen Charlotte 
sound, particularly rough water at all 
seasons, a heavy blow from the southeast 
sprung the Eugene's timbers and she 
commenced to leak badly. The passen- 
gers, not caring to further jeopardize 
their lives, held a meeting and decided 
to go no farther. Captain Lewis, know- 
ing that to return to a British port would 
entail several penalties upon himself and 
his command, declared that he would 
keep on to St. Michael's "if all hell 
broke loose." 

Then the miners mutinied and took 
possession of the ship, and Captain Mc- 
lntyre of the Bristol, being annealed to, 
decided that their action was justifiable. 
He accordingly towed the filling river 
tub to Alert Bay, where she was aband- 
oned to tbe representatives of the cus- 
toms. The passengers by the Eugene at 
the Bay met the steamer Capilano and 
at once ofl'ered her a charter for St. 
Michaels. Captain PowerB had to pro- 
ceed home for orders, however, and 
reached Vancouver this morning with 
the news. 

The Bristol, her trip blocked by the 
series of misadventures to the Eugene, 
has now no other course open than to 
return to Victoria — in fact she may be 
expected hourly. 

The Capilano, like the majority of 
other steamers that have returned from 
the North recently, brought several dis- 
couraged prospectors who had abandoned 
the attempt to get into tho Klondyka 
country over the mountains. When 
they left Skagway the trail was still 
closed and guarded by armed men, pend- 
icg the result of the experiment to cut 
off three miles of hard climbing by blow- 
ing out a mountain peak. 

Alarming information as to the con- 
ditions of the lakes is contained in a 
letter from Rev. Joseph D. Wilson, 
brought down by the steamer Queen. 
I lis report is that Lake Bennett has 
already begun to freeze along Ub shore 
line, although not as yet sufficiently to 
suspend travel. Miners reaching tho 
lakes may yet Eecure boats by buying 
them, or if they go to the woods and 
bring out a certain number of logs, lum- 
ber enough to build is furnished them, 
Time is at present too short, however, 
for any to construct boats and stand a 
chance of getting down the river before 
it freezes over. And the difficulties of 
the journey have during the past fort- 
night have again been intensified by con- 
tinuous rain. 

Joe Levy, in a letter to A. A. Aaron- 
son, of this city — the address and date 
being " Hell Peak, White i'aas, August 
2. r >," says that the Hamburger party 
from Wellington, with which he started 
out, have tired of tbe arduous trip and 
turned their faces homeward, Belling 
their horses to Mr. Levy, who has at- 
tached himself to tho Behnsen party. 
The pack train having failed to keep its 
contract with him, Levy was obliged to 
purchase supplies at the other side of 
the pass, paying 15 cents a pound for 
everything, with the first cost added. 
The pack train, he says, made but one 
trip and then gave up, although offered 
50 cents a pound to deliver goods on thu 
upper side of the mountains. The party 
at this writing were within seven miles 
of the lakes and pushing on well, Dave 
Spencer had started hia outfit down the 
river and waB following, rough in ap- 
pearance as any tramp, hut with the 
reputation of beiugthe most indomitable 
mountain climber and tbe^ sturdiest 
packer on the trail.

British Association Members Present 
ay Invitation at the Natural 
History Mcetiug:. 



Words of Commendation and Advice 
From World Famed 
Authorities. 



There was a large and unusually in- 
teresting meeting of the Natural History 
Society last evening in the office of the 
Agricultural department. Among those 
present were a number of the members 
of the British Association, whose visit 
and words of encouragement were great- 
ly appreciated. Mr. Jas. Deans- occupied 
the chair, and alter preliminary 
remarks by himself and Dr. Cromptou, 
the secretary, Prof. Saunders, spoke, 
suggesting reference to Ottawa in mat- 
ters of local scie ntiflc interest, when as- 
sistance waa sought, and promised that 
every eiibrt would be made in furthering 
research on the part of the officials of 
the Experimental Farm and the Geolo- 
gical and Natural History Survey. 

Prof. E. B. Poulton, professor of zoo- 
logy, Oxford, ottered souie practical sug- 
gestions on the Bcope of the museum, 
which he recooanaendiHi should be Btnct- 
ly local, and aim to afford a complete ex- 
position of the flora and fauna of the 
province, A universal collection was an 
impossibility even under the most favor- 
able conditions of sipace and financial 
resource. He also gave some useful 
bintB on labelling. 

Prof. W. A. lierdman, professor of 
geology, University College, Liverpool, 
referred to the great hospitality which 
the members of the association had ex- 
perienced throughout Canada, but what 
was of special interest was the oppor- 
tunity afforded of observing objects of 
nature itself in their journeying. 
Referring to the Coast, he re- 
marked that the most interesting field 
of natural history lay right here on 
Puget Sound, which he declared to be 
richest in marine fauna of any, except 
perhaps a few favored localities, in the 
world. In this connection he stated 
that the Americans were doing an 
admirable work in exploiting this field 
most thoroughly and held them up as an 
example to stimulate the members of 
the society. He congratulated them, 
however, in what they were doing and 
encouraged them to devote themselves 
to the task with even greater zeal. The 
pioneer work of the society was excellent. 

Prof, Marshal Ward, professor of 
botauv, Cambridge, an enthusiastic bot- 
anist, 'dwelt on the importance of study- 
ing local forms, and especially of taking 
up the botany of and conditions affect- 
ing tree growth. The diseases of trees 
represented in fungi and parasitic 
growths formed a peculiarly interesting 
and economically important study, 
and the Jmuseam should make 
a specialty of a collection of 
woods. He spoke strongly on the 
wide and comparatively new tield opened 
up in this province and recommended the 
members of the society to devote them- 
selves enthusiastically to botanizing it. 
it was one so tempting that he felt like 
undertaking it himself. In passing he 
bestoweda higliecoiionium on the collec- 
tion made by Mr. Anderson, deputy 
minister of agriculture, which to him 
had proved ot Bpecial interest. 

Mr. 15. E. Walker, Toronto, local sec- 
retary of the association, referred to the 
work of the Canadian Institute, with 
which he had been long connected, and 
emphasized the importance of the re- 
marks of previous speakers as verified in 
the experience of that institution. 
Among other things, he urged the get- 
ting together through exchange and 
otherwise, a reference library, and gave 
some valuable hints respecting proper 
classification, indexing, etc. The im- 
portance of a good library could not be 
overestimated, and the collection of 
years, i( system was adhered to, became 
of priceless value. 

Another member of the association 
present remarked on the universal in- 
terest which, among scientists, attached 
to local terminalogy. Incidenally refer- 
ence was made to the valuable work of 
Prof. Macoun, whose lists enabled him 
to form a picture of the llora as it exist- 
ed. He was interested in comparing the 
genera and species oi plants on the low- 
er and higher levels examined by him, 
which illustrated forcibly the unity of 
species, and was a valuable object lesson 
in relation to plant distribution. 

All the speakers were emphatic in re- 
ferring to the importance of the natural 
history represanted in British Columbia, 
which waa inadequately appreciated ex- 
cept by those who came from other coun- 
tries to study it. 

After remarks by Mr. Deans, who 
spoke at some length on the ar- 
ciiiidogy, ehnology, etc. of the Coast, in 
which he had specially interested him- 
self, Rev. Canon Beanlands and Dr. 
Crompton, a hearty vote of thanks was 
tendered to the visitors and the meeting 
adjourned,

The least hopo of any change in this 
charity to all policy is with those dis- 
pensaries that aru bountifully endowed. 
The leading institution of this class in 
New Vork city is located on tho west 
side, and, in view of its defiant abuse 
of all kinds of medical charity, has 
samed for itself the unenviable sobri- 
quet of tho "diamond dispensary." It 
bus snch a high reputation for tho num- 
ber and pecuniary ability of Its patients 
that it would appear to bo rather a 
credit than a disgrace to receive its out- 
rageously misdirected charity. Such at 
least is the inevitable conclusion that 
may be based upon the largo average of 
well to do peoplo -who claim daily the 
benefits of free medical treatment so 
lavishly and indiscriminately furnished 
to all who apply.

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Joseph D. Wilson Writes Pictur- 
esquely of the Mnjestic Scenery 
of the North. 



Glaciers Slowly Disappearing So 
That Snowshoes Will Be Aban- 
doned Centuries Hence. 



Dr. Joseph B. Wilaon, who was a pas- 
senger from the frozen north by the 
steamer Queen on Saturday last, writes 
most entertainingly to the Colonist of 
the ecenic features of the downward 
trip. He says : 

" Until we turned our faees southward 
it rained nearly all the time ; but as soon 
as our return journey began, the Bun 
came out, and Sunday afternoon was 
glorious. A more majestio panorama it 
ia difficult to conceive. Icy HummitB 
leaped heavenward and burst through 
the clouds. Though no rain fell upon 
the Bhip. rainbows kept appearing again 
and again, and when the sun wontdown, 
crimson and golden peaks glowed around 
the horizon. Many of the mountain 
Bides seem absolutely vertical. No snow 
rests upon them, and no vegetation. As 
if just split by some titanic hammer, 
they awing aloft against the sky, and 
seem to defy gravity. 

"The sharp-cut edges, the pointed 
pinnacles, the irregular sky line suggest 
newness. Only occasionally and at 
lower levels are there signs of abrasion. 
Splintered ice itself could not be more 
marked. And evidently it is a new land 
in more senses than one. 

"It is not long ago that this 
whole region emerged from its covering 
of snow. The numerous glaciers, some 
of them reaching the sea and forming 
icebergs, most of them melting away be- 
hind tiie moraine, which forms their 
eea-front are the survivors of vast 
glaciers which tilled all these channels. 
They are all retreating now, and if pre- 
sent climatic conditions continue, a few 
hundred years will witness their disap- 
pearance. The close of the glacial age in 
this quarter of the world, was not hun- 
dreds of thousands or even tens of thous- 
ands of years ago. Indeed we cannot 
Bay it has closed yet. 

"The glaciers are all retreating in- 
land, and as they retreat, lakes, islands, 
plains and forests take their place. The 
rate of retrocession is not uniform. Ia 
one case at least a glacier upon this coast 
gathered its expiring energies and actu- 
ally advanced. The occurrence is mem- 
orable, because in its advance it blocked 
up a salmon stream and carried con- 
sternation to the natives. It took large 
fees of blankets to the medicine man to 
get the glacier on the retreat again 
This, by the way, is an instance of inter 
glacial man, which did not occur a mil- 
lion years ago 

" Mr. Muir, from whom Muir glacier 
is named, is aboard thia vessel, and the 
study he is giving to this subject in the 
presence of the glaciers themselves will, 
doubtless, clear away some of the foggy 
theories which wise men have formed in 
their comfortable studies 

"Mr. Muir asserts that the glaciers 
along the Atlantic coast are also disap 
peariug. If this be bo, then the northern 
hemisphere is growing warmer, and you 
and I, when we get to be flveorsix hun- 
dred years old, may go to IClondyke for 
gold without enow shoes. 

" When Muir glacier was first scien- 
tifically examined it was noticed that it 
was thirty miles inland of Vancouver's 
chart. Vancouver was bo accurate, that 
this discrepancy awakened suspicion 
that the glacier was retreating. But 
thirty miles ! Was it possible it had re- 
tired eo far in one hundred years? 
Marks were set up and careful observa- 
tion made, and it is found that the brave 
eld navigator, whose Btatue shines out 
above British Columbia's beautiful par- 
liament buildings, was correct. The 
tourist Bteamers sail to-day through 
what was a mile of solid ice, five yearB 
ago. 

" But to the tourist who cornea and 
goes the movementB of the glaciers are 
not perceptible. Close observation 
through a series of years is necessary 
for tracing thoir story. There is, how- 
ever, one suggestion of newness which is 
obvious to everybody. All along the 
narrow interior passages, from Princess 
Royal island northward, numerous 
mountain torrents plunge down the pre- 
cipitous acclivities. From the moment 
they appear in full volume pouring over 
the top of the ridge, they stream down- 
ward white witii foam, until they bury 
themselves out of sight in the forest 
along shore or plunge into the sea. But 
they have worn out no ravines. Their 
channels are traced boldly on the face of 
the rock; the water fills them to the 
brim, and so far as one could judge from 
a distance, often less than 200 feet, they 
are not much deeper, though a good deal 
wider, than the concrete gutter along 
(iovernment street. They may, of 
course, be deeper than that; the contin- 
uous mass of water and foam, without 
any points of rock emerging, implies 
depth, but they are dee per than the volume 
o( water requires. With the frequent 
rains these streams must be running 
constantly. The frosts of winter may 
lock them up occasionally, but I am 
assured by the handB on this Bhip, who 
have goce up and down winter and sum- 
mer for years, that all but a very few 
show no difference, whatever the season 
of the year. In winter there is more 
rain, but in summer the snows or, the 
higher reaches farther back are melting. 
It is true that out of the hundreds of 
torrents there are a few which flow 
through deep crevices, but in every 
such case other similar creviceB, without 
water in them, are contiguous. The 
crevices are the natural fissures in the 
rock, and were there before the water 
ran through them. I observed but two 
or three of these. 

" It would seem, then, that these 
streams without ravines or banks are 
young. It cannot bo many hundred 
years ago when all these estuaries were 
Bhrouded in a snowy mantle, and were 
cold and still. 

"They say that it rains less at Sitka, 
whither we are going, than at Skaguay. 
I believe it, for it could hardly rain more. 
Not that the rainfall is excessive but the

surely turn musty and much flour will 
bo soaked. A man told me that during 
his stay of four weeks there was a solid 
week of sunshine. I give his word for 
it. My own experience of Skaguay is 
rain until we turutd away from it, and 
since then the sun has been shining 
gloriously. One can study rain phe- 
nomena comfortably from the windows 
of a vessel in these waters. There is a 
little rain storm across Lynn canal now. 
You see a fog above, broad dirty streaks 
depending from it; the clear lines of the 
descending drops still lower, and the pat- 
ter on the water. It iB all In a space of 
a hundred yards square. 

" A rain storm between ua and the 
sun was interesting. There appeared a 
brown gauzy curtain. The upper part 
faded away into the air. It grew darker 
and denser below. The whole brown 
curtain — band perhaps is a better word — 
was ten or twelve feet from top to bot- 
tom and stretched horizontally until the 
color in the hills behind obscured it. It 
was scalloped pretty regularly along its 
lower edge and from the lower edee hung 
a fringe of darker color. The fringe did 
not reach the ee:i and the tassels were all 
of the same length. Wo had rainbows 
travelling along with us so frequently 
that we ceased to notice them and one 
may say concerning this northwestern 
coast generally the marvellous beauty 
and inspiring grandeur of nature here 
sull'ers from the draw back of its own pro- 
fuseness." 




THE " ALASKAN " ASHORE. 

Mr Callbrenth's Steamer Comes to Grief on 
the Stickeen. 

With fire clay from Comox, as cargo, 
the steamer Thistle, Capt. Butler, which 
carried the Yorke party North, returned 
to port on Sunday night, bringing as a 
tow the old Isabel barge, freighted 
heavily. The Thistle left here a week 
ago las't Wednesday, carrying the build- 
ing material for the saw mill and 
steamboats which Mr. F. M. Yorke's 
company proposes erecting imme- 
diately and operating next year 
on Teslin lake and the waters 
leading therefrom to the Yukon. A 
call was made at Port Simpson to ascer- 
tain whether the Hudson's Bay steamer 
Caledonia was still in commission and 
available for a trip up the Stickeen, but 
it was learned that she had been laid up 
preparatory to being hauled out for the 
winter. Going on to Wrangel those on 
the Thistle were informed that Mr. ,1. C. 
Callbreath's river steamer, the Alaskan, 
bad waited on their arrival eight 
days before proceeding up to Stickeen 
and she was then about due back. Find- 
ing no steamer connection, however, the 
Thistle decided to remain over a day, 
but on theTueBday following an Indian 
came down the river with the news that 
the Alaskan had broken down and drift- 
ed ashore about eighty miles up stream. 
Nothing more could be done than to dis- 
charge freight, and this was done in the 
expectation that the Alaskan would be 
along in at least tour or five days. The 
freight unloaded, the Bteamer wast- 
no time in heading home- 
ward, and when about three hundred 
miles this side of Wrangel the first 
steamer seen was the Willamette. She 
was loaded deeply with passengers, 
horses and general mining supplies for 
Skagway. In McKay Reach the govern- 
ment steamer Quadra, with Mr. Jen- 
nings and party on board, was met, and 
in response to signals the Thistle was 
stopped. A boat from the Quadra con- 
taining Captain Walbran and Mr. Jen- 
nings came off to interview Captain But- 
ler about the steamers Alaskan and Cal- 
edonia. Deriving the desired informa- 
tion the deputation returned to the 
Quadra and the government steamer 
proceeded to Port Simpson. There it 
was hoped that the Caledonia might be 
engaged to take the party on to 
Telegraph creek. Continuing on her 
way home the Thistle next saw 
the Bristol with the Eugene in tow 
travelling northward in smooth water in 
Queen Charlotte Sound, the City of Se- 
attle just this side of Alert Bay and the 
Coleman, with loaded schooner in tow, 
from Seattle, off China liat. At Alert 
Bay the Thistle called for water, where 
Captain Sabiston, who piloted the Bris- 
tol up to that point, was taken on board 
as a passenger. Coming on to Comox 
the steamer loaded up, and after taking 
the Isabel in tow started for Victoria. 
During tbo trip north Captain Butler 
was presented with an addresB by the 
passengers in recognition of the many 
kindnesses shown them. After discharg- 
ing he.r fire clay, the Thistle left for Co- 
mox last night to load coal for the next 
Australian liner due at Vancouver.

CAN WE BUY ALASKA.' 

The delimitation of the boundary of 
South-Easterti Alaska will be a matter 
ot very considerable tliftieiilty, although 
the strip of territory lying between the 
line is claimed by the United States nnd 
that claimed by Canada is of no appar- 
ent great value to any one, except in so 
far as it all'ects the head of Lynn Canal 
and Taku Inlet. We use the word 
" claimed" in regard to the boundary in 
a colloquial sense only, for as we under- 
stand the matter, neither country has 
expressly formulated ita claim in the 
matter. In a general way the United 
States is understood to intend to hold 
that the word " ocean," in the treaty of 
1825 between Great Britain and Kussia, 
means the waters inside of the Archi- 
pelago, that there is no " summit" 
within the meaning of the treaty in the 
mountain range running along the coast 
and within ten marine leagues there- 
from, wherefore the boundary must be 
drawn at a uniform distance of ten 
marine leagues from the continental 
coast line, disregarding the islands alto- 
gether, which line would be parallel to 
the sinuosiiijs cf the coast and hence 
put all the inlets within Alaska. 
The Canadian position may, in the 
same general sense,, be said to be 
that by the word " ocean " in the treaty 
the high sea outside of the archipelago 
iB meant, and that the boundary must 
be drawn ten marine leagues from the 
outer rim of the archipelago, except 
where the summit is nearer the coast 
than ten marine leagues, in which case 
the line will follow such summit. This 
would give Canada all of the inlets and 
even a portion of some of the islands, 
which latter would appear to have been 
contemplated by the treaty, for that doc- 
ument expressly provides that the whole 
of Prince of Wales island shall belong to 
Russia. The legal and natural inference 
from this would be that the whole of the 
other islands might not belong to Rub 
Bia when the line was located. A sec- 
ondary claim on the part of Canada is 
that, admitting the water on the shore of 
the mainland to be the ocean, there ia a 
B immit nearer the coast than ten mar 
iuo leagues, and that the two inletsabove 
mentioned extend beyond it. Should 
the claim of the United States, as above 
defined, be sustained, Canada would 
have no harbor on the coast between the 
50th andtiOth parallels of north latitude. 
If the Canadian claim is held good the 
bead of Lynn Canal and of Taku Inlet 
would be in Canada, and if the conten 
tion that the boundary shall not be at a 
greater distance than ten marine leagues 
from the outer rim of the archipelago 
prevails, Canada would own the whole of 
the Stickeen river. 

It will be seen from this that the ques- 
tion is surrounded with many difficul- 
ties and the first, namely: What ia to 
he understood by the word "ocean " in 
the treaty ? is not one that the United 
States would be likely to submit to arbi- 
tration. This is the crux of the whole 
matter, for once this is disposed of, an 
international commission would have 
very little difficulty in arriving at a 
com promise line that would do justice to 
the language of the treaty and the rights 
of both nations. 

Wo have aaid that the strip of terri- 
tory in dispute is of no great value 
to anyone, excepting so far as the ter- 
minus oi the inlets is concerned. This 
needs to bo qualified by a reference to 
Juneau and the quart/ mines in that 
vicinity. The mines are extensive, in- 
cluding among them the famous Tread- 
well mine, but this is not owned by 
American citizens, at least so we under- 
Btaud. The other mineH are held by 
joint stock companies and it ia difficult 



to say where the individuals owning the 
stock reside. It would be no disadvan- 
tage to the owners of these properties to 
have the sovereignty over the locus in 
quo transferred to Canada. Tho com- 
mercial interest of the United Status in 
Juneau and the surrounding country ia 
not very large and when the gold mines 
have been worked out will cease to bo of 
any importance. It would not bo wholly 
sacrificed, if the country became Cana- 
dian. It is a matter of some, though 
not vital importance to Canada, owning 
tho interior, to also own tho Beacoast. 
No argument can bo nnulo either way on 
the acore of naval supremacy in the 
North Pacific ocean, for both countries 
have all tho coast Hue they need from 
that point of view. 

Another question arising from the 
ownership of Alaska is that of tho Boal 
fisheries. This is a bono of contention 
upon which it seems very difficult to 
reach a conclusion that is satisfactory to 
anyone. It iB likely to remain an open 
question for some time to come, and it 
may easily bo magnified to embarrassing 
proportions. It would bo a good thin 
to both countries if it could be disposed 
of in somo way. 

The best solution both of tho bound- 
ary and the sealing question is for Can- 
ada to buy Alaska. It is wortli a good 
deal more than tho United StateB paid 
for it, and would bo a profitable invest- 
ment for the Dominion at $50,000,000. 
Tho money could bo roadily procured, 
for wo fancy that the Imperial govern- 
ment would miarautee the loan. Such a 
purchase would put an end to many 
vexed questions. As a matter of fact the 
United States has no uso for Alaska that 
ita citizens could not enjoy quite as well 
as they do now, if it were a part of Can- 
ada. It might be possible to arrange for 
a purchase on the condition that Ameri- 
can citizens should have equal rights 
with Canadians in the mines and fish- 
eries, so that the United States would 
really loae nothing except the political 
control of a piece of territory, that is 
always likely to be a source of trouble to 
it. How such a suggestion will 
received in the United States, we can- 
not of course say, but as the territory 
was bought in tho lirat place, there would 
be no loss of national prestige in now 
discussing its sale. The proposition is 
one that ought to receive some consider- 
ation. 

DR. DAWSON. 

Among the many distinguished visit- 
ors, by whose presence Victoria has been 
honored during tho last few days, none 
holds a higher or more deserved place 
in the esteem of Canadians than George 
M. Dawson. In one sense he is the dis- 
coverer of Canada, for the geological 
survey, of which ho has been the chief, 
has done more than all other agencies 
combined to make tho potentialities of 
the Dominion known to the world. He 
has been engaged in the work so long 
that ho can look back over it with the 
profound satisfaction which comes from 
the knowledge that his judgment on 
points of extreme interest and valuo has 
been amply justified by events. The 
development of Kootenay, the hydrau- 
lic mines of Cariboo, and the 
gold mines of the Yukon are all 
foretold in the interesting pages 
of Dr. Dawson's earlier reports. There- 
fore, when we find in tho voluminous 
products of his pen, wherein the results 
of his observations are recorded, antici- 
pations of great mineral development in 
parts of the province that are yet unex- 
ploited, we feel almost as if such develop- 
ment were guaranteed. A careful ob- 
server, a conservative reasonor, a skillful 
writer, Canada possesses in Dr. Dawson a 
public servant, the value of whoso ser- 
vices can never be over-estimated. His 
na me carries authority with it on any 
subject upon which ho speaks. That a 
long career may be before him is the 
hope of all, for we all know how much 
that means to the Dominion. 



again assure it that while such problems 
as the origin of species, the story of 
Jonah, and the source of placer gold re- 
main unsettled, we do not feel like tak- 
ing timo or apace to consider the some- 
what more modern, hut infinitely 
loss interesting question of the redistri- 
bution plan of 1890. Our- very unrea- 
sonable neighbor, tho Times, grew 
quite Dolphic in its observations on the 
records of the ministers referred to.

Meanwhile our friendB keep on ham- 
mering away at the Colonist, as though 
the. Colonist were an isBiie before tho 
voters, as though some great and impor- 
tant question freighted with all manner 
of consequences to the people de- 
pended upon its being demonstrated 
that the Colonist is the incarnation of 
all the wickedness that has ever existed, 
said wickedness having aBsuined tho 
shape of divers and several great corpo- 
rations, aggregations of capitalists and 
such like. There ia not an enterprise, 
from tho building of the Canadian Paci- 
fic railway to the projection of the 
Cassiar Central, which tho Colonist has 
not aided and abetted in the most das- 
tardly manner. There is not a capitalist 
in British Columbia who has not bought 
the influence and support of this paper, 
and who is not now actively engaged 
in editing it. There is not a man 
of energy and enterprise with 
whom wo are not hand in glove in 
some outrageous scheme to advance 
tbia unhappy province. It is well 
known that the government of British 
Columbia exiBta solely to Euatain the 
Colonist, and that tho amount of 
" pap " and " hoodie " poured daily into 
tho coffers of this unhappy paper ia 
simply incalculable. How we bear up 
under this load of sin, this diversity of 
control, this accumulation of wealth we 
do not know.

is so-and-so. For ourselves we are sim- 
ply amused at the poverty of intellect 
and invention which theso persistent 
attacks betray, It ia to save our friendB 
any further trouble along this line that, 
for the purpose of the argument, wo 
plead guilty to any thing they can think 
of charging us with. This being done 
may wo ask how it makeB their position 
one iota the Btronger or that of tho gov- 
ernment one iota the weaker? Having 
asked this question we withdraw the 
plea of guilty, and invite our friends to 
keep on in their labor of love.

After a time, 
when they thought tho challenge had

We notice by the Rossland Miner that 
Judge Forin has declared that he will 
not hold another session of the County 
court in Rossland unless a court house is 
provided. With all due reBpeet to Judge 
Forin, we say that if he made any such 
statement as is attributed to him he has 
taken more upon himself than his judi- 
cial office warrants, A judge may very 
properly decline to hold a court if no 
provision is made for a court room; but 
no judge has a right to dictate to the 
government where court houses shall bo 
built. If tho accommodation provided 
for the County court Bessions at Boss- 
land are inadequate, and it is desirable 
to continue the sessions there, as it pro- 
bably is, better quarters should be ar 
ranged for; hut for a judge to declare 
that ho will not hold court unless a court 
house is built iB going a little too far.

Financial Assistance for District Churches

The Presbytery of Victoria held an ad-

St. Paul'a church, of Victoria West, 
memoralized the Presbytery, asking that 
the grant of last year (rom the general 
assembly, augmentation fund be con- 
tinued this year, viz. $325 which was 
alter discussion, agreed to. Cedar Hill, 
Spring Ridge, and East Fernwood 
missionaries also asked for the 
same grant as that of last year, $360, 
which was agreed too. A grant of .-flOO 
was recommended to the congregation at 
Union; Englishman's River and neigh- 
boring missions were recommended for 
a grant oi $250. Also Denman island and 
contiguous mission stations were recom- 
mended for a similar amount. Gabriola 
and other islands were recommended to 
the Home Missions committee for $3 per 
Sabbath. 

AVellington congregation memorial- 
ized the court asking to be re- 
duced from a self-eiiBtainiug charge 
to that of an augmented congre- 
gation, and desired to get a grant 
of $200 per year. The memorial was laid 
on tho table, to he taken up for consid- 
eration at a future meeting. 

Rev. J. C. Forster wns appointed or- 
dained missionary again for two years at 
St. Aiden, Knox church and St. Colombo 
church. A minute regarding the excel- 
lent personal character, pastoral work 
and presbyterial sarvices of Rev. J, A. 
Logan, who was recently translated from 
Union to Eburne, was adopted, and 
ordered to be engrossed in the minutes. 

The presbytery agreed to hold its next 
meeting on the firBt Tuesday of Decem- 
ber, in St. Paul's, Victoria West, of 
which intimation was made, and the 
meeting closed with the benediction.

The annual celebration of Labor Day 
in Victoria was threatened at an early 
hour yesterday morning with the dis- 
pleasure of Jupiter Pluvius. The fore- 
noon, too, witnessed many gloomy 
glances from the god who is said to be 
responsible for the destruction of so 
many pleasure-seekers' hnppinesB, But 
as the day went on, a better state of feel- 
ing took possession of him, and by noon 
the struggle which had been maintained 
between the longed for sun and the 
clouds which acted as fore-runners of the 
threatened rain, was ended in favor of 
the former. 

The boat from the Mainland Sunday 
evening had brought over quite a re- 
spectable number of intending cele- 
brants of the day, but the great crowd 
was looked for from Nanaimo, and true 
to their record as believers in tho cele- 
bration of Labor - Day, our neighbors 
from the Black Diamond City did not 
disappoint. About half past eleven a 
train crammed with people, who over- 
sowed the bLs cars and con- 
verted the baggage car and the 
platforms into Bwarming maBeea of 
humanity, steamed into the depot, and 
as the gaily dressed, be-ribhoned and 
smiling minors and their better halves 
made their way up Johnson Btreet it 
made one wonder why something in the 
shape of a procession had not been ar- 
ranged in order to show oil' the strength 
of the labor organization which bad thus 
honored Victoria with its presence. And 
three hundred others, who would have 
been here if there had been cars to ac- 
commodate them, were left behind. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the crowd began 
to make its way out to the Caledonia 
grounds, and for upwards of an hour a 
Bteady procession of arrivals was record- 
ed at the «;ates. They came afoot, they 
came by car and they came awheel, hut 
they came so fast that the receivers at 
the gates of customs were hard set to 
keep track of their takings-in and issue 
the needful tickets to the clamoring 
crowd. Then, when everyone was in, 
the yross amount of cash was not much, 
but that was owing to the generosity o( 
the management themselves, they hav- 
ing kindly allowed all the ladies in with - 
out change and also the children, and of 
course these latter were much in evi- 
dence all the afternoon. 

That it was a happy crowd no one can 
deny, The organizers were happy be- 
cause it waa line; the ladies were happy 
because it ia a courtesy to which they 
are not accustomed to enjoy such a day 
without having to put up, (or get some 
one else to put up), an admission fee; 
and tho men were happy because the 
ladies were. Thechildren were absurdly 
happy, their enjoyment being complete 
except for one thing. There was no 
need to sneak in over the fence or take 
surreptitious and neck-creaking peeps 
through tho boards, because they too got 
in for nothing. 

The speeches did not occupy long. 
Somehow one felt glad they didn't. Not

British Association Members 
Enjoy the Hospitality of 
the City. 



Banquet at the Driard— Important 
Addresses— The Plans 
For To-day. 



Varied and numerous are the guests of 
importance who have, for a time at least, 
enjoyed the hospitality of British Col- 
umbians in th is the capital of the prov- 
ince. Many have been the onconiums 
passed by the visitors upon the hospi- 
tality Bhown them, and loud their 
praises of thu advantages in situation, 
natural charm and enjoyable climate 
possessed by this far away outpost of the 
Empire. 

But it is probable that never in her 
history has Victoria had the oppor- 
tunity of entertaining at one time so 
many who are distinguished in the 
world of science as were recipients of the 
city'n welcome yesterday. Nor is it pos- 
sible that more easily entertained, 
pleased or delighted guests could favor 
us with their presence. 

Members of the British Association 
for the advancement of science should, 
if anyone, be awake to the advantages to 
bo gained by even a hurried visit to 
hitherto, to them, unknown countries. 
And alao should they be more than or- 
dinarily equipped with the necessary in- 
formation to enable them to detect the 
evidences of a country's potentialities. It 
is, then, a Bource o( congratulation that 
the unanimous opinion of those whose 
coming was looked forward to with plea- 
sure ami from whom the city parts with 
regret, that for British Columbia there 
is a future bright with promise. 

After spending summer in the manner 
which best commended itself to the 
individual choice, the members of the 
Association were early astir yesterday. 
The morning was dleasantly occupied in 
visiting the different places of interest, 
many of the party going by car to Esqui- 
mau. In the afternoon a goodly num- 
ber were driven round the city, the 
committee acting as cicerones and doing 
all possible to add to the pleasure of the 
excursion. 

.Some, following the natural bent of 
their minds, went further afield in pur- 
suit of botanical, entomological and 
marine specimens. Others took the 
opportunity of renewing old friendships, 
but all were pleasantly occupied and all 
were pleased. 

In the evening a banquet was given 
by the members of the third section of 
the visiting party at the Driard hotel. 
T:.e third section, in availing themselves 
oi the invitation of the C.P.R. to visit 
the Coast, placed themselves under the 
guidance of Dr. Dawson, Director of the 
Dominion Survey, who was ably sup- 
ported by Professor Coleman. These 
gentlemen proved invaluable as guides 
to the characteristic features of the 
magnificent region through which the 
party passed, and as a recognition of 
their services it was decided to tender 
them a banquet. 

Sir George Robertson occupied the 
chair, and Dr. Scott Keltie the vice- 
chair. The honored guests, Dr. Daw- 
sou and Dr. Colemau, were on either 
hand of the president, and the other 
guests were :

After full justice had been done to the 
excellent menu the usual loyal toasts 
were duly honored. 

The Chairman proposed the toast of 
the evening which was received with ac- 
clamation. 

In rising to ask those present to join 
with him in toasting Dr. Dawson and 
Prof. Coleman, Sir George Boss said, 
" Very rarely does anyone preside over 
such a dinner as this or has such a de- 
lightful and easy a task to perform as 
falls to my lot this evening. In 
fact the mere mention of the 
names of the gentlemen to whose 
health I have the pleasure of asking 
you to drink would be the best and most 
eloquent recommendation of the toast. 
Our trip across this beautiful country 
will long be remembered, I think, by all 
oi us, and perhaps the most bright and 
cheerful Incidents wo have enjoyed have 
been due to the goodness and uniform 
kindness of the gentlemen in whose 
honor we are gathered hero this even- 
ing. I wish very much that among the 
literary talent we brought over with us 
we find someone to write a record of our 
journey. The record, I am sure, would 
ho as interesting as it would be amusing. 
Just think of the scenery that might he 
described. Who amongst us will ever 
forget, for instance, the Bunset on the 
prairie just before we reached that place 
with the peculiar name, Medicine Hat. 
Or the beauties of the Illecillewaet, and 
the Eraser, or the placid beauty 
of the Lake of the Woods; 
and then think of the picturesque 
accessories that might be worked in, of 
the gopherB, coyoteB, Indians and buf- 
falo trails, all suggestive of Fenitnore 
Cooper? and of the new cities, which 
bring to mind Bret Harte, such as Sud- 
bury and Pat Portage? or the wonder- 
ful Arabian Nights-like growth of Win- 
nipeg and Vancouver! And the C.P.R. 
itself! That wonderful combination of 



romance and business instinct. It would 
require a Kipling to sing the soue of 
that great work. And then, think of our 
own progress and our thoughts! " 

After humorously referring to the 
many pleasant experiences met with on 
the journey, Sir George continued: 

11 And now I must refer to the extreme 
kindness and generosity with which we 
have been treated by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, the Ontario government and 
the government of British Columbia, 
and the management of the C. P. R. 
All have treated us in the moBt 
princely Btyle, and I feel quite 
sure that I express the sentiments of 
you all when I say that the sense of 
gratitude for their hospitality has sunk 
deeply in our hearts and will never be 
forgotten by any of us. Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, I ask you to drink to Dr. Daw- 
son, explorer, man of science and able 
government official. The best of men, 
the kindest of guides, our friend and 
philosopher. And to Dr. Coleman, to 
"whom our thanks are also due, and who 
won our admiration for the manner in 
which he has handled his team of thor- 
oughbred g eologists." 

After the toast had been drunk with 
musical honors, 

Dr. Dawson in reply said: "Ladies 
and Gentlemen, — I am glad there is no 
occasion for a long speech in thanking 
you for the honor you have done me. 
Here in Victoria I like to think I am 
very much at home, and in coming out 
here in the hone of doing something to 
help my friends I find myself a guest of 
those I came to help. It has, however, 
given Dr. Coleman the opportunity of 
saying how much we value the 
opportunity of expressing our thanks. 
If you, ladies and gentlemen, have en- 
joyed the trip as much aB we have, you 
have all enjoyed it very much, for speak- 
ing from the point of view of one wiio 
has done some work in this province I 
can say it is a great pleasure to show 
any one else something that you know 
and understand, and one of the chief 
enjoyments connected with carrying on 
work in remote parts of the world is to 
have an opportunity of having an ex- 
pression of opinion from others upon 
what has been done." 

Professor Coleman, acknowledging the 
toast, said: " Dr. Dawson has expressed 
all that can be said in reply to the toast 
you have kindly drunk in our honor. 
All I can add ia in emphasis of his re- 
mark in regard to the pleasure it ia to us 
to have had the opportunity of welcom- 
ing you out here. In this compar- 
atively isolated country of British 
North America we work very far apart, 
we don't come together very frequently, 
and it is a great advantage to us to have 
the eye of another geologist cast upon 
the work which we are doing to test and 
decide upon the wisdom of our own judg- 
ment." 

The health of the chairman was then 
proposed and drank with acclaim, and 
the meeting dispersed.

The Victoria representatives 
in the championship events to-day will 
probably lie Dave Christopher, Harry 
Wille, Fred. M. Hutnber, and quite pos- 
sibly—Ernest A. Wolff.

MONTE MEN IN LONDON 

A QUAINT NARRATIVE OF AN ENCOUN- 
TEP. WITH CARD SHARPS, 



Away Back In 1855 the Thruo Card Trlcli 
■Was Plajed-Tlio Now YV«U Known 
Method of Snaring a Vletlm-Tlio Fa- 
miliar Trick of Turn ins L'p a Corner. 

Thrco card inorjte is not a recent in- 
vention of the card player by any 
moans. Back in the curly fifties it evi- 
dently flourished in the English capi- 
tal, as the following letter to the Brook- 
lyn Eagle suggests. The communication 
comes from William Day, who had an 
experience with card sharpers in Lon- 
don in 1855. After slumbering for many 
a long year tlio details come with a 
lluvor of the old days in their quaint 
narration: 

One day in the yenr 185.1 I was 
stunding at the corner of Great Holland 
street and Blackfriars' road, London. 
I had not even a single acquaintance in 
the city and very little money, and as 
I was thinking where J! could go next 
so it would cost nothing a plainly dress- 
ed man spoko to me. Ho said: "Can 
you tell me the way to St. James' park? 
I am a stranger in London. In fact, 
I was left noma money down in Hitch- 
in, Hertfordshire, and us I intend to gn 
to Australia I thought I would like to 
seo something of London on my way 
there." 1 said ; "I have, nothing to do. 
I'll show you the way to St. James' 
park. " Ho appeared quite grateful. 1 
said, "Wo must go along the new cut," 
certainly one of the poorest streets in 
London, though it appears to bo always 
full of people. So wo went along, hut I 
noticed when thero was a crowd he 
went ahead and pushed through the 
crowd. I thought to myself, " x"ou are 
not like tho country men that stand 
uside waiting for tho crowd to go by." 

When we got to the corner of the 
Waterloo Bridge road, ho asked mo to 
tako a glass of bitters. So wo entered 
the gin palace, and thcro we met ti 
well dressed young lady. Tho stranger 
asked her to tnke a bitter. She said she 
would prefer gin. Wo took ale. Inoticed 
she had a well filled satchel, and when 
she opened it to take her handkerchief 
out I noticed it was bulged out with 
rolls of old newspapers. We then went 
out and walked to the WoBtminster 
Bridge road. I said to him ; "Hero we 
axe now. Go over this bridge, pass the 
houses of parliament and Westminster 
abbey, turn to the right up Parliament 
street and thcro you are at the Horse 
Guurrls entrance to tho park." Ho said; 
"I am much obliged to you for your 
trouble. Take a glass before you leave. " 

While we were drinking he said: "I 
bavo a friend here, hut I have lost him 
in this great city. Ho is stopping oppo- 
site some largo theater, but I cannot 
think of its name, Tell me the names 
of tho theaters. I may remember its 
name. " I mentioned several names, and 
when I mentioned "Victoria" ho cried, 
"Why, that is it. " 1 said: "Wo passed 
it, hut it is no trouble. I'll taku you 
there. ' ' 

1 took tho man around to tho thpu- 
tcr. Jin said, "Then! is tho very 
place where ho is stopping." Taking 
ine ui ross the road, ho said, "Wait one 
moment." Then he ran up the stairs, 
bringing his friend back with him, and 
they insisted that I must go up. So we 
all three went upstairs into a room. 1 
remember the room well; half a dozen 
chairs and two tables'. The friend or- 
dered ale, and while we were silting 
talking an eld man, a peddler, came in 
the room and, taking some things out 
of his basket, said, "Gentlemen, J 
would like to sell you a pair of razors 
cheap — only two bob and a tanner," 
The friend cried: "I never saw such a 
place as London is for peddlers. Gentle- 
men cannot hold a private conversation 
but they are intruded on by some one to 
sell something. " 

Tho old peddler answered: "lama 
poor man trying to make an honest liv- 
ing. Now, gentlemen, I'il tell you 
what I will do. We will play for the 
razors. I'll put up tho pair of razors 
against your two and six. Here are the 
cards. " He said: " Here are three cards, 
one court and two plain cards. Now, 
can any gentleman show mo where the 
court card is?" The two friends argued 
about it and then decided, after playing 
a few times and passing sovereigns or 
yellow boys between them. The peddler 
set the cards out once moru. Then the 
peddler dropped a dirty handkerchief 
on tho floor, and in trying to find it put 
his head below the table. One of the 
friends instantly fonnd tho court card, 
showed it to me, turned up the corner 
and laid it back in its place, after wink- 
ing at me. Just then the peddler lifted 
his heart above tho table and said, "Can 
any gentleman tell where tlio court 
card is?' ' 

The two friends argued it and at last 
appealed to me. One said it was one 
card, and the other said it was another. 
I said, "Gentlemen, I am not betting, 
but I think I know the court card," lor 
certainly thero the court card lay, with 
the corner turned up. Tho frieud said, 
"1 will bet you u sovereign you cannot 
pick it up." I said, "I tell you I do not 
bet." Tlio other friend said, "I don't 
believe the fellow has a mag. " Tho oth- 
er one said to me, ' 'You have not got a 
sovereign, and I don't think you have 
a bob. ' ' 

I found it was getting warm, and, as 
I sat near tho door, I aroso and said, 
"Gentlemen, I must bo going. " Thou 
I went down tho stairs, treading loud- 
ly, Then I cr«pt up, opened tho door 
about an inch and saw all thrco with 
their heads together and in deep con- 
versation. I cried, "Gentlemen, that is 
not tho first timo I have seen threo card 
nioiite."

A FOSSIL Gb!A SERPENT. 

Iti mains of an Ancient Saurian Fonnd In 
Colorado* 

The University of Denver has n.very 
interesting fossil. It is an ancient rep- 
tile. The parts preserved aro in an al- 
most complete vertebral column, tibont 
10 feet long and containing 5)0 verte- 
bral, portions of tho head and a few of 
the arm bones. Several teeth aro in al- 
most perfect condition. Nearly all the 
bones nro well petrified, but some retain 
a half bony structure. Profes.-or Lee of 
the university thus writes about it: 

"Tho specimen is a gift to tho uni- 
versity from John Keegan of Flagler. 
The manner in which it was found is 
interesting. One day a Mexican herds- 
man rode into Flagler and reported that 
his horso stumbled and fell over a long 
string of bones. The man picked up one 
of the bones and was surprised to find 
it heavy as stone. He carried a piece to 
the town, and Mr. Keegitn saw that the 
bones might bo of scientific interest. 
He drove to the place and found about 
12 feet of the vertebral column lying on 
the ground, as it had lain through count- 
less thousands of years. There it had 
been left when tho rock decayed from 
around it. About four feet of the tail 
was still imbedded in the solid rock. 
This was carefully dug out and the 
wholo skeleton preserved by Mr. Kee- 
gan, who sent it to the university, 
where his son became interested iu the 
study of geology. 

"Mr. Keegan reports that while- the 
specimen was in his possession it was 
examined by several geologists. From 
them wo learn that tho bones aro from 
the uppermost cretaceous formation of 
that region. Tho placo of preservation 
was so near tho division between creta- 
ceous and tertiary rock that they could 
not determine tho age definitely. Fur- 
ther study, however, shows that the 
reptile is a cretaceous form. 

"During cretaceous timo not only 
the grcuter part of Colorado, but the 
greater part of tho western half of the 
continent, was a shallow sen, dotted 
here and thero with islands. The ago of 
reptiles was nearing its close. Those 
clumsy, overgrown monsters which we 
arc familiar with as inhabitants of tho 
Denver region had reached their culmi- 
nation and wero ready to pass out of 
osistenco forever as soon as tho new 
conditions were inaugurated at tho end 
of tho age. Among these reptile forms 
wo find the ancestors of the modern ser- 
pents. During the cretaceous period tho 
seas wero inhabited by long, snakeliko 
reptiles called by Cope pythouamorpha, 
or mosasaaria. Ho gives three genera — 
olidastes, platecarpos and mesasauras. 
It is in one of these genera of sea ser- 
pents that our monster must bo placed. 
It is difficult to locato it definitely, bo- 
oauso so many of tho characteristic 
parts are destroyed. 

"I sent some of the bones to the de- 
partment of the national geological sur- 
vey at Washington and received word 
that 'the specimen is probably a olidas- 
tes, although tho jaw is more niassivo 
and the teeth are more compressed than 
in tho only specimens wo have. I think 
that you probably have one of tho most 
complete vertebral columns of this 
group of marine reptiles in existence. 
The tail is particularly fine and gives 
me a much better impression of the 
depth and compression of this part of 
tho body.' After careful examination 
of the published descriptions I was led 
to the ('pinion that the species has not 
beeu described heretofore. 

"If one can imagine u long, slender 
reptile, sometimes 10 feet in length, not 
quite as slender as tho modern serpent, 
and having two pairs of short, puddle- 
like feeff, one will have a fairly good 
itlea of this class of reptiles. They were 
great sea serpents and wero covered 
with bony scales, as Professor Marsh 
has shown. I havo referred to them as 
tho ancestors of snakes. The form of 
tho body was very snakeliko, and tho 
long jaw shows a mechanism similar 
to that of serpents which makes it pos- 
sible to swallow tho food whole. Their 
habits seem to havo beeu serpentlike, 
and they lived during the age immedi- 
ately preceding the introduction of true 
snakes, It is an easy step from an ani- 
malliko olidastes to the modern serpent. 
Jusi drop off his limbs or make them 
rudimentary and make the body a little 
mini' slender and the change is com- 
plete. " — Denver Republican. 



Hugo's House, 
Ilia house was constructed after the 
fashion ol his library ami of his genius, 
with much of grandeur and majesty in 
tho whole, many brilliant beauties, 
many gaps and seme small things in 
detail. It was above all composite. As 
in his books, ho reconstructed in his 
houso everything he made iiso of. Be- 
ing furnished and decorated while ho 
was composing "The Legend of the 
Centuries," it resembled these poems. 
Tho Old and tho Now Testaments had 
their placo there; tho Gothic dominated; 
the sixteenth and following centuries 
down to tho revolution are represented. 
Guernsey had for a long timo been tho 
resort of pirates and smugglers, so old 
riches abounded in the houses of Saint 
Pierre-Port. In hunting for them Victor 
Hugo laid his hands upon some mar- 
vels. What he did not find in the two 
islands he had bought elsewhere, espe- 
cially in Holland. Ho rarely left the 
furniture and tho curios us he found 
them. Ho demolished them to put them 
together anew, making mantel pieces 
out. of strong boxes, bed canopies out of 
altar hangings, cliimnuy pieces out of 
church stalls and chandeliers out of al- 
tar candlesticks, imagining and combin- 
ing things still more beautiful with ele- 
ments magnificent in themselves. Being 
an excellent designer and a laborious 
and skillful workman, he wielded tho 
tools with his own hands. — Gustavo 
Larroumet in Chautauquan.

(Jocos Island. 



Careless of Silver He Asks Only 
For the Gold and 
JeAvels. 



Even with silver at fifty-two cents an 
ounce, it is not given to money men to 
think and epeak so lightly of it by the 
ton as does Harford, the hero of Cocoa 
island. But then it is given to still 
fewer men to know where there is, 
within comparatively eaBy reach, an un- 
told wealth of the more precious yellow 
metal, in search of which thousands are 
to-day undergoing all the hardships of 
the Skagway and Dyea trails, and the 
danger of starvation on the golden Klon- 
dyke. 

The story of Cocoa island (the word 
"story" Blipped in, and may be am- 
biguous, but let it stand) is by this time 
more or lesa familiar to the people of 
Victoria. At least some of tho versions 
of the tale connected therewith nre. 
And if the real Inwardness of the truth 
is yet hidden, in some degree, of the 
doubt which exists as to the wealth 
alleged to be buried there, it is owing to 
the fact that more than 0110 tale Iibb been 
circulated about it. 

Probably no-one knowB more about 
Cocoa island than does Edward Har- 
ford, who is now in Victoria, and cer- 
tainlv no-one has more reason to be eco- 
nomical of the truth regarding it, for 
there La not one man now living who has 
more definite information upon the 
value, location and history of the wealth 
which is deposited there. 

Harford's connection with Cocos isl- 
and will be familiar to most of the read- 
ers of the O01.OMST, for when he arrived 
in thiB city on board the little boat com- 
manded by Captain Haekett, which 
brought him from the island, a full ac- 
count of his discovery there, and of his 
attempt to compromise with the seekers 
after treasure who conatituted the party 
Captain Haekett commanded, was pub- 
lished in these columns. It will be re- 
membered that Harford said he was put 
on trie island by the agency of the Costa 
Rica government, and that owing to 
their failing to perform that part of 
their contract with him which referred 
to bringing him safely from the island, 
he preferred to come to Victoria than 
stay, like Robinson Crusoe, on that 
wave-washed pgint which dots the sur- 
face of the Pacific Ocean. 

Why' the government of Costa Ilica 
should leave Harford on Cocos island at 
all is not explained. And, to the mere 
ordinary observer, it appears inexplic- 
able. Hut then a prospective multi- 
millionaire, such as Elarford is, has a 
very eaBy way of passing these objections 
over. Let the thing be thought of for a 
moment, however, and the action of that 
government will be seen to savor of the 
incredible. Here is a man in Dossession 
of knowledge which will enable him to 
unearth a deposit of gold coin alone 
worth fifteen million dollars, several tons 
of silver bullion, and to approximate the 
location of diamonds and other precious 
stoneB of a value which can only be esti 
mated. A government undertakes to 
land him upon the island where this 
treasure is hidden and transport him 
back again to civilization in consider- 
ation of the modest recompense of one- 
fifth of the amount recovered. The man 
is taken to the island, left there, and 
promptly forgotten. Why the boat 
which took him there should not 
have stayed until he was ready to 
return, why men who could have 
assisted him in the work necessary to 
the unearthing of the treasure were not 
landed with hirn.and above all, why the 
promise to release him from his narrowed 
position was not fill til led, are questions 
which, while in nowise helpful to the 
solution ol the problem as to the reality 
of the hidden wealth, are at least pertin- 
ent to the question. 

But, to take up the history at the 
point which it lias reached to-day. Here 
in Victoria is Harford. On the island 
are two men huntine for the hidden 
wealth on behalf of the party whose hos- 
pitality Harford availed himself of to get 
here, and, according to Harford, also 
upon the island are a designing, untrust- 
worthy, murderous German, (ieissler, 
and a faithful, hard-working and grate- 
ful negro, who seems to have filled the 
part of Man Friday to Harford's Hobin- 
son Crusoe. Of thet-e four, the negro 
boy is the only one who is at all likely to 
know where the treasure is, and if that 
version of the story which Harford gave 
soon after his arrival here be true, the 
negro does know. 

Harford, however, came to Victoria 
and placed himself, presumably, in com- 
munication with the Costa Rican gov- 
ernment with a view to compelling them 
to adhere to their contract with him. 
His plan being to again visit the island, 
secure the wealth in gold and jewels, re- 
turning, as Victorians will be glad to 
know, here to spend it. 

Pending the receipt of a reply from 
them, the delay in receiving which is 
agaia unesplainable, Harford secures 
the promise that a party of Victorians 
will accompany him to protect him alter 
he has discovered tho treasure. It iB 
only fair to say he requires no pecuniary 
assistance from those whose protection 
he asks ; but why ask it at all? The

Coeta Rican government should be able 
to protect him by sending a body of men 
with him, and until they have refused 
(o do so, the enlistment of outside assis- 
tance Eeeuip, to say tho least, premature. 

But let Harford speak for himself. 
First, it may bo premised, he is a man 
whose manner, conversation and ap- 
pearance indicate him to be of more than 
ordinary intelligence, education and ex- 
perience. A man whose well-defined 
features, bright, grey eyes and well- 
cliosen language stamp him as one who, 
had ho been met in the ordinary way of 
business, would have been regarded as 
much above the average; and if any 
opinion to the contrary be entertained 
ol him under the conditions which now 
surround him it is due to the strange- 
11CBS, almost amounting to uniqueness, 
of those conditions. 

Interviewed by a Colonist reporter, 
Harford answered readily every question 
asked him except two. What those two 
were will appear later. But, and in this 
" but" there is an importance for which 
his own statement is responsible, Har- 
ford may not have answered quite 
truthfully, for, as he himself Bays, 
" with bo much at stake, a little lying is 
justified." He frankly admits having 
lied to Giessler and to tho members of 
the Haekett party, and tho reporter had 
no right to thiuk himself better than 
they. 

" How do you know tho treasure is 
there?" was the first question asked af- 
ter the usual preliminaries. 

" Know it is there? Seeing is believ- 
ing, I guess, Talk about Klondyke. If 
you saw twenty million dollars in gold 
bricks, would you go to Klondyke? 
There are jewels on tho island, also, and 
I have found the stone which is the key 
to their hiding-place." 

" Well, Mr. Harford, and how did the 
treasure get there?" 

" I will tell you. In 1821, daring the 
war, the government of Peru placed all 
the crown jewels and bullion on a vessel 
and sent it out of the country. Pirates 
met the ship, killed everyone aboard, 
and took tho treasure to Cocos island. 
The most valuable portion of the wealth, 
diamonds and gold, was placed in a tun- 
nel by two of tho boss pirates. They 
killed the men who helped them, tum- 
bled tbetn into the tunnel, sealed it up, 
and used gunpowder to blow a portion 
of the mountain over the mouth of the 
tunnel. 1 have a chart here, but I don't 
need it now. After spending nine months 
on that island do you suppose I want to 
go back for fun? No, sir. I was almost 
starved and have rheumatism, but I 
don't ask anyone for a dollar. In a few 
days I will have five thousand dollars 
and will fit up an expedition of my own 
I just want ten or fifteen good men to 
protect the treasure, which weighs forty 
tons. Some people think I am crazy. 
Let them think as they like. When 
Captain llaekett's party reached tho isl 
and they found a German named Geiee- 
ler, a woman, a colored boy and myself 
there. They began digging in various 
places, but I told them they would find 
nothing. How did I get there? A Costa 
Rica man-of-war took me to the island. 
VVe arranged that the vessel Bhould re 
turn in three months, and I waited nine 
months without a word from tho outer 
world or food, except what I could find 

" About that agreement drawn up by 
Captain McDougall of the schooner'' 
Well, Captain Haekett refused to sign it 
There iB a copy. Is the captain's name 
on it? They were strangers, and would it 
be wise to show them twenty millions 
ol dollars without tiie agreement signed 
by the captain of tho vessel? If you 
think I am mistaken let mo ask: Why 
so many expeditions visited the island ? 
Two or three left this part of the world, 
and you should see the tunnels they 
made. In walking around the island a 
man must clear away the underbrush or 
he will fall in a hole. The island is four 
miles long and two miles wide. Severn 
parties wanted to fit up expeditions for 
hip, hut I will charter a steamer and will 
bring the jewels and gold here. The 
silver is too heavy to handle and we will 
have enough without it. My ambition 
is to have a photograph taken with the 
treasure in front of the picture. 

"Still you don't believe the hidden 
millions are there I Well, tell me why 
two ol the ciew of the schooner remained 
on the island? If the treasure has been 
found would the world remain in ignor- 
ance of the fact? That it was stolen is 
on record. I know where it is and will 
go for it when I am ready. Hundreds 
have interviewed me since my arrival. 
I have offers from good men to fit out 
expeditions, providing they receive a 
share. One person advised me to con- 
sult a medium and to tell her every- 
thing. Others call me a humbug, but I 
ask for nothing. lam here simply be- 
cause the government of Costa Rica left

It 
was laughable to hear one man propose 
that I should give out that I was going 
to the States, and then hide on his 
schooner while we sailed out of your 
harbor. Haekett can have the Bilver, it 
is in bars three feet long and is buried 
only two feet beneath the earth. 

'' My friends will wear diamonds from 
Gttideleppe's crown. I am an old pen- 
sioner; belong to the G.A.R. My age! 
fifty-five. Seems like a fairy story? 
Yes; but, as I said before, seeing is be- 
lieving. Does the colored boy know 
anything? Yes, and no. He has been 
with me for years. No one can learn 
anything from him. The German, Geis- 
sler, ia a smart, well educated man. 
Certainly, he searched for the treasure. 
Didn't rind a dollar. Why didn't I 
bring some of it? Imagine the trouble I 
would have if I showed a brick of gold. 
People don't believe me now. Would 
they take any stock in me with a gold 
brick in my pocket? Well, I am going 
back. When I return, perhaps, people 
will not be so skeptical. 

" And now, Mr. Harford," said his in- 
terrogator, " tell me, how did you come 
to have such exact knowledge aB to the 
location of the treasure? " 

A look of Buapicion, a suggestion of 
annoyance, were for fully two minutes 
the only nnswer, and then this extra- 
ordinary man went into a long descrip- 
tion of flow an ancestor had been a sur- 
geon on tho boat which conveyed the 
treasure (but had had no hand in the 
piracy which was committed), and 
handed down the knowledge through the 
family. Politeness forbade further ques- 
tioning upon this point. 

"But why didn't you at least bring 
some of the gold, Mr. Harford? " 

Almost dramatically, came the answer- 
" I was single-handed, without means of 
sell-defence, and had I shown any, Geia, 
sling could have had me at his mercy." 
And buttoning up his overcoat, ( which 
for a real live Monte Christo, is dread- 
fully shabby,) the hero of Cocoa island 
left the reporter to meditate upon the 
atory he had just heard. 

That the treasure ia there is possible, 
and alsojthat Harford can unearth it, hut 
what will appear to tho ordinary reader 
as passing strange is why, having found 
the gold, Harford brought none away. 
This he explains by saying he was afraid 
of his life being sacrificed to the greed of 
Geissling or the Haekett party, and as 
he sayB almost apologetically, he didn't 
want to kill anyone, he likewise objected 
to being killed. 

That another expedition is being or- 
ganized by Harford is certain, and BUch 
ia the attraction that wealth has for the 
average man , there is little doubt he will 
get a sufficient number of men to join 
with him in another trip to the island. 
The news of what success thoy have will 
be awaited with interest by all who have 
heard of the many attempts which have 
been made to recover that long lost 
treasure associated with the name of 
Cocos island. 



YELLOW JACK HAS COME. 

The Dreaded Scourge Has Fastened On the 
Southern States Again. 

New Orleans, Sept, 0.— President Oli- 
phant, of the Louisiana board of health, 
sent a telegram to that board here at 10 
o'clock to-day, confirming the report 
that the prevailing sickness was yellow 
fever. The doctors of the three states 
came to this conclusion after holding an 
autopsy on the body of a person who 
died yesterday. The state board of health 
has decided to enforce a rigid quarantine 
against lliloxi and Ocean Springs. Quar- 
antine will also be enforced against the 
other places on the Gulf coast until 
President Oliphant returns and more 
light is obtained on the situation. 
Guards are to be put on the trains and 
at the stations. All baggage ia to be 
fumigated and every possible precaution 
is to be taken to keep the disease out of 
the city. 

The Louisville and Nashville trains 
have been ordered not to stop at either 
Biloxl or Ocean Springs. The houses of 
all people who have returned to New Or- 
leans in the past two days are to be thor- 
oughly fumigated. 

Austin, Sept. 0. — State Health Oflicer 
Swearingen tli is morning issued ironclad 
quarantine regulations against Ocean 
Springs and all other points now affected 
or likely to be affected by yellow fever. 
They will go into immediate effect and 
last until all danger ia past.
